The fastness 
otherwise of a color 
depends upon the arrangement of the 
atoms that make up Its molecules. If 
these be closely interwoven, neither 
light nor water can separate them; 
but if they are loosely Joined together 
light and water make them disinte­ 
grate, Most of our modern dyes are* 
derived from coal tar and consist of 
atoms of carbon, hydrogen, oxygen 
and other elements. 
The vegetable 
dyes usually contain no other elements 
but carbon, hydrogen and oxygen. 
That Is why, being so simple, such 
colors as logwood and natural indigo 
are the fastest of all. The few ani­ 
mal dyes—cochineal, for example— 
are fast for the same reason. But 
the so-called anilln dyes are the prod­ 
uct of the chemist's laboratory and 
are complex and loosely bound com­ 
binations of the atoms of many ele­ 
ments. There are acid dyes and al­ 
kaline dyes, end before applying them 
to any stuff one must know whether 
the cells of this are acid or alkaline 
In reaction. 
For opposite* attract, 
likes repel. Ther 'ore we must use 
add dyes for alkaline materials and 
alkaline dyes for acid material». 


DECISION CUT LEGAL TANGLE

The lord’s bailiff* and the customs 
officers both raced to the spot and the 
contending parties each laid hold of 
the imsk. Then ¿he officers decided 
to go back to tho enstom house for 
further instructions, and during their 
absence the bailiffs removed the cask 
to the cellar of the manor house. 
At the trial the arguments on both 
sides were vefy learned and exceed* 
lngly lengthy. 
The decision of the 
court was In favor of the lord on the 
grounds that no permit Is required to 
remove spirits unless it has paid duty; 
that wine to be liable to duty must 
be Imported; that wine cannot be Im­ 
ported by itself, but requires the 
agency of someone else to do It; that, 
therefore, wine wrecked, having come 
on shore by itself or without human 
volition or intention, was not Import­ 
ed, and was not subject to duty, and 
did not require a permit for Its re- 
znoval.—Chicago Journal.

The Story of 
Our States

sippi derives 
its name from 
th e r i v e r 
which forms 
i t a 
western 
b o u n d a r y . 
The woru ltse!* comes from the 
Algonquin 
naissi-sepe 
which 
means “great river.” It is popu­ 
larly supposed to mean "Father 
of the Waterp" but this interpre­ 
tation is incorrect The state ik 
also known as the Bayou State 
from the many bayous which are 
formed by the shifting river. In 
this connection It Is interesting 
to note the uneven course of the 
Mississippi river. 
Though tho 
extreme length of the state from 
the Gulf to Tennessee is 330 
miles, the western border, due 
to the winding of the Mississippi 
river, extends for nearly 500 
miles. 
The rivers play an important 
part In this state. They are so 
numerous and the country so 
subject to flood that the river 
bottoms cover nearly one fifth 
of the area of the entire state. 
The early history of Missis­ 
sippi is yoked up with that of 
Louisiana of which It originally . 
formed a part. 
Discovered by 
*De Soto in 1539, It w*s not until 
La Salle sailed down the river 
and claliqed this territory, which 
he named In honor of his French 
king, Louis XIV, that a perma­ 
nent settlement was established. 
In 1768 the territory east of 
the Mississippi was ceded by the 
French to the Engllsn. 
For a 
while the l<toer portion of the 
present state was called West 
Florida. 
After bdthg captured 
by the Spanish and** latter re­ 
turned to the United States, the 
Territory of Mississippi was ex­ 
tended to Its present size of 48,- 
865 square miles and in 1817 It 
was admitted as the twentieth 
state of the Union. At the time 
of the Mexican war, although 
called upon to supply one regi­ 
ment of volunteers, Mississippi 
responded with enough men for 
two. 
One of these regiments 
was commanded by Jefferson 
Davis, who later was the presi­ 
dent of the Confederate states. 
Since Its rendmlttance to the ¿In- 
ion In fit879 Mississippi in na­ 
tional elections has been a Demo­ 
cratic state except In 1872, when 
It voted for Grant.
